
What is the P urpose of the C orr espondsnce Training Program?

1. This training program will help you to know the organisation. A new 
Eambar has very little real knowledge of the Hinutenen — what we do and what 
we stand for. For all you really know the organization sight ba a "consainist 
front" set up to collect names of their potential enemies. If such happens to 
be the case then you should find out as soon as possible. The best way to ba 
certain is for you to taka the same training course all of our other Bashers do 
and judge for yourself whether any "communist front" would dare to give such 
training to thousands of people who may someday be fighting them. 

2. It helps the organization know you. Thousands of new members join our 
ranks every year. Many are just talkers. Sobs are workers. The first important 
thing the organization must do is to separate the "workers" from the "talkers". 

The ncw3 madia are trying hard to picture us S3 fanatics. It is very im- 
portant that we keep such "nuts" from infiltrating into the active center of our 
organization. We have found that auch persons find it practically impossible to 
finish this training program and that i3 exactly how we weed them out. 

To b e an effective member of an underground resistance no vacant requires 
patience and persistence — the ability to do those jobs that era monotonous as 
well as those that are exciting. Whan you finish the training program, we will 
know you are a person we can depend on to get things dona. 

3. It helps you to know your fallow cambers. Evan if you already know 
everything in this training program, it's equally important for you to ba aware 
of what they know and don't know. For example, it would be rather foolish for 
one nasbar to sand a coded sassage to another camber without first knowing whether 
or not the second member would ba able to read it. It would be equally foolish 
for one camber of a band to use 3one military command unless ha knew for certain 
that the training of other band cambers included the meaning and use of such terms. 

For a group of people to work together as an organization it i 3 essential 
that they know each others capabilities. The only way you can ever really know 
the capabilities of your fellow cambers is to take the sane training they do. 

Our own experience proves that this is true. Teans that include only trained 
members nearly always stick together and function wall. Tea =3 cade up of new 
recruits usually fall apart in a fsw weeks time. 

We know that you are anxious to take an active part in the organization. 

There is plenty of action going on. Everyday in nearly every part of the country 
interesting projects and assignments are passed on to our members. Who gat such 
assignments? Those whom we know we can depend cn to finish the job -- cambers 
who have proven thi3 by finishing their correspondence training program.
